My dear Mr. Noes 


Thank you for your letter of June 2ist in 
regard to the Greek coins about which we wrote you. I 
am sending four coins to you today by parcel—post prepaid, 
with envelopes giving our catalog data thereon. As I 
wrote you before we are somewhat suspicious of these coins 
and anything you can do to help us authenticate them will 
be very much appreciated. 


The collection of coins in The Art Institute 
is fairly large considering the fact that no effort has 
ever been made to collect coins, but it includes coins of 
all sorts, whereas the policy of the Trustees of the 
Institute is that only those coins which have obvious 
artistic merit should be included in our collections. 
Therefore, I presume after we have had a chance to go over 
the entire collection a good many will be put on the 
market, so that we may realize from the sale of them and 
purchase others of greater artistic merit. Up to the 
present time I have been able to assemble about one thousand 
coins. I presume there are others which have not been 
brought to my attention. 


I am not able to answer your last question as to 
whether we have any coins of Metapontum or not at this time 
but will do so at a later date. Many of the coins have never 
been classified.
